Kentucky Crop lUport 
The very early wet weatber in 
the sprint retarding planting of 

rorn and other crops followed by 
week8 of extremely dry weather, 
has made a very unfavorable 
aeaaon for tbe farmer. 

Karly corn baa auffered much 
damage, especially on the up 
lands, as have gardens and pas 
tures also. Kaio»iu many locali 
ties have brought relief and will 
aid all crops. 

Wboat did not fBono «p to ex- 
peetationf . The (Halo average it 
t:iven at 11 hu. per acre, moning 
in vuriuus sections from 9 bn. to 
14 bii. as sectional average. Thic 
is 3.9 bu. less than last month's 
eatimate. In aoma loMlitiea it is 
reported aa tbreahlng'exception 
ally light. This average is one 
bu. p'-r acre le^^ tliun last year. 

On H preliminary estimate, rye 
is averaging a yield of 11 bu. per 
acre ; while oats it averaging 2U 
bu. per acre, wbicb la bn. per 
acre lost than lait year'a esti- 
mate. 

The outlook for tlie corn crop 
is for a short oue, owing to the 
exoesaively hot, dry weatber. 
Corn on tbo lowlands baa not suf- 
fered to the extent that corn on 
the riii>:cs has. Tbe western and 
northwestern parts of the Slate 
show the graatatt 4anage from 
dronth. 

* Great streaa la laid upon the 

need of copious rains during this 
nu>ntli, in order to bring crops 
up to anything like normal. 

Corn acreage shows at Dl per 
cent, while ooaditioB is given at 
74 per eaot. Tbia ia 90 par cent 
lower io condition than baa been 
Kiveii f(tr several years, and would 
indicate an exceptionally short 
crop of corn.
